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THE  NEW  MAIN  LIBRARY 

The  new  Main  Library  building  in  the  Civic  Center  was  opened  for  general  use,  February 
sixteenth,  with  several  new  departments.  i 

The  Information  Desk  in  the  Delivery  Room  is  for  the  convenience  of  patrons  who  wish 
to  inquire  about  the  library  and  its  resources.  A  telephone  is  also  provided  here  to  furnish 
such  information  and  to  receive  requests  for  renewal  of  books. 

The  Reference  Department  offers  several  thousand  reference  works  to  assist  those  who 
wish  information  on  any  subject.  In  addition  any  others  of  the  100,000  volumes  in  the  Library 
may  be  drawn  upon  by  the  student  for  use  in  this  room.  Requests  for  information  by  tele- 
phone 'will  be  gladly  answered. 

The  Art  Room,  a  special  section  of  the  Reference  Department,  contains  a  valuable  col- 
lection of  books  which  is  at  the  service  of  all  interested  in  the  fine  arts. 

On  the  open  shelves  of  the  Reading  Room  there  is  a  selection  of  books  on  a  variety  of 
subjects  as  well  as  all  the  English  fiction  and  foreign  fiction  in  the  Library.  These  all  are  for 
general  circulation. 

The  Music  Department  contains  all  the  music,  bound  and  unbound,  in  the  library.  This 
includes  piano  scores  of  the  operas,  vocal  music,  and  music  for  the  piano,  violin,  violoncello, 
guitar  and  flute,  as  well  as  chamber  music  and  orchestral  scores.  Much  of  the  sheet  music 
is  bound,  and  is  for  circulation  as  well  as  the  many  books  on  the  literature  of  music  in  this 
department.  The  current  and  bound  musical  journals  may  be  consulted  here.  For  the  use 
of  those  who  wish  to  try  out  music,  a  piano  is  provided  in  an  adjoining  room. 

The  Periodical  Reading  Room  has  a  comprehensive  stock  of  current  magazines,  and  the 
shelves  are  filled  with  volumes  of  the  literary  periodicals.  The  bound  volumes  for  circu- 
lation and  the  circulating  current  magazines  may  be  had  at  the  main  Delivery  Desk.  The  cur- 
rent numbers  of  the  art  and  architectural  journals  will  be  found  in  the  Periodical  Room,  but 
the  bound  volumes  of  these  are  shelved  in  the  Art  Room. 

Current  newspapers,  foreign  and  domestic,  are  on  file  in  the  Newspaper  Department.  Here 
also  may  be  found  the  bound  volumes  of  the  San  Francisco  newspapers  covering  the  period 
from  1855  to  date,  likewise  volumes  of  the  New  York  Times,  New  York  Tribune  and  the 
London  Times. 

The  Children's  Room  on  the  first  floor  is  provided  with  a  carefully  selected  collection  of 
books  for  the  young  people.  On  Saturday  mornings,  the  Story  Hour  is  held  when  the  little 
ones  are  told  stories  from  the  children's  classics.

Borrowers.  Residents  of  San  Francisco,  ten  years  of  age 
and  over,  and  non-resident  taxpayers  may  become  bor- 
rowers. Library  cards  may  be  used  at  the  Main 
library  or  at  any  branch  or  station. 

Renewal  of  Books.  Books  are  issued  for  a  period  of 
two  weeks.  Excepting  new  books  and  others  for 
which  there  is  a  considerable  demand,  they  may  be 
renewed  for  an  additional  period  of  two  weeks.  Ap- 
plication for  renewal  should  state  the  name  of  bor- 
rower, class  number  of  book  and  the  date  on  which 
it  will  be  due.  It  may  be  made  in  person,  by  mail  or 
by  telephone,  but  not  earlier  than  five  days  prior  to 
the  date  on  which  the  book  will  be  due.  To  renew 
Main  library  books  by  telephone  call  Information  Desk. 


Information.  For  the  convenience  of  patrons,  the  In- 
formation desk  and  the  Reference  department  are 
provided  with  telephones  by  means  of  which  inquiries 
will  be  answered. 

Reserve  Postal  Cards.  Application  for  books  to  be  re- 
served may  be  made  on  special  postal  cards  which 
must  be  purchased  at  the  Library.  These  postal  cards 
will  be  mailed  to  the  applicants  as  the  books  become 

available. 

Orders  from  Branches  and  Stations.  Books  in  the  Main 
library  will  be  sent  on  request  to  any  branch  or  station. 
Daily  messenger  service  is  maintained  to  the  branches, 
and  semi-weekly  deliveries  are  made  to  the  stations.
